POSTAL MATTERS. ° 
Frox time to time we hava expressed, on 


‘pohalf of the colonial public, the: desire 


felt for the establishment of a money 
order office in connection with the Post 
Oftice ; and:.we ate: gratified . to . learn 
that the postal authorities have deter- 
mined to do something in the matter. 
In unswer to enquiries from the depart- 
mont, we are informed that: the - Post- 
niaster General’ has authorised _ the 
establishment of a nioney ‘order branch 
between Great Brituin and Hongkong, 
Shanghai, and Yokohama ; that.is, that 
the resident in Great) Britain van remit 
to either of the three ‘ports named or 
vice verse. Untortunately, however, no 
provision has .been mide for the remit- 
tance’ of suns between ihe Chinese and 
Juipanicse ports, so that, while anyone can 
send five pounds from this to “England, 
he cannot send five shillings from Hong- 
kong to Shanghai orJapan, ‘The measure 
is, however, we understand, “only tonta- 
tive, and upon the usé or disuse of the 
new facility will depend’ the future 
money order branches at the different 
ports... -While ‘sincerely glad that the 
representations of the local officers have 
resulted in thus much being done, we are 
equally sorry to learn that the step now 
taken is in any sensa to he regarded as 
tentative; and for the following reasons. 

The great want exiating in Hongkong 
has u1¢t. been to possess facilities for re- 
mittancée to Great Britain -so much as to 
send smull sums.from port to port on the 
Ching Coast. As a, correspoudent: some 
time since pointed out, the average. of 
exchange is in..most years so -much in 
favor of the sender, .thut.to. make’a man 
pay for e post-office ‘order at: the official 
rate—4/3 por dollar—would in effect be 
miulcting him of some shilling or more in 
thé pound. “Broadly we must say thut 
wo don’t particularly want facilities for 
home remittance—that ‘is, in proportion 
to. needs in ‘a locul-sense, But we do 
particularly want the .means of sending 
for a book or an article of : domestic uso, 
say fiom Swatow to Hongkong;  or-from 


.Ningpo to’ Shanghai, andthe arrange- 


ment ‘shortly to be announced is rather

London Gazette” of 12th 
June. Written from Antalo amid the carea

and clearness of narrative, rising’ docasion- 
ally to a height of natural eloquorice, “'S| fu 
more remarkable in’ a military ‘despatch - 
is the modesty of the General, who not 
only Teaves himself ont in the anxiety.to do 
justice to his subordinates, but éyen indi- 
rectly depreciates his-own ‘unrivalled cour.
